2. Claims 7-9, 13 are allowed. 

The following is the Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

The prior art of record specifically Furushima (U.S. patent 5,070,324) fails to suggest or disclose 
the collective features of the invention such as: "a changing unit that changes all of intervals of 
the increment or decrement of the numeric value instructed by the increasing and decreasing 
unit; a numeric value displaying unit that displays the numeric value thus increased or decreased 
by the instruction made by the increasing and decreasing unit at the intervals changed by the 
changing unit" These features along with the rest of the claim's limitations would render the 
claims allowable.
